Speaking only about the football 
program of the sports that are 
presented in the conference, she 
noted that she feels the school is in 
the wrong league. She wondered if 
the high school could affiliate with 
the Ski Valley Conference where the 
school sizes are better and could 
give the team an even advantage 
when fielding teams. 

Rick Casper, the high school 
principal, told the board a different 
setting as the school, along with 
Charlevoix, were asked to leave the 
Ski Valley Conference many years 
ago because they were dominat- 
ing the sports offered in that 
conference. 
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Casper also told the board that

‘‘We don’t want people to feel like 
we're going after them,’’ said Gary 
Hlavka, Michigan mechanical code 
inspector, ‘‘but I'd rather have you 
call me before you put in a wood 
burner.’’

Condo owners file petition 
to reduce taxes 


Twenty-two owners of Harborage 
Condominiums have asked the State 
Tax Tribunal to review the assess- 
ments given them on their proper- 
ties that they own here in Boyne 
City. 

The appraisals for the property 
were raised last spring during the 
Board of Review process that was 
trying to have all property owners 
within the city pay their fair share of 
taxes. 

The Harborage owners feel that 
the reassessments given them were 
inappropriate to the real value of the 
condominium units and, through the 
tax tribunal process, hope to have 
them lowered to what they were 
before the Board raised them. 

The assessments on the proper- 
ties range as low as $66,300 and as 
high as $137,700 on the units of the 
petition that are listed in the com- 
plaint. 

The city has been given 30 days to 
file a reply to the complaint before 
the tax tribunal will start hearings 
on the matter. 


When a property owner doesn't 
like the assessment given to his 
property at the Board of Review, 
they then have the option of sub- 
mitting a petition to the Michigan 
Tax Tribunal for their review. 

If they agree with the city and its 
Board of Review, the taxes will 
stand, But if they agree with the 
property owners, the taxes on the 
parcels will be reduced to their prior 
years’ assessment. 

Boyne City has their appraisals 
done by the county and those 
assessments for the Harborage, 
development were lower than those 
set by the board. 

Many things are considered in the 
reviewing process, according to one: 
of the members of the Board, and’ 
after all the consideration, the board 
then approves an assessment on the 
property. The Board member said 
that is what happened and that they 
stand behind what they have done, 
which was to correctly reflect the 
value of the properties within the 
city. 


Those included asking another 
league to accept them, going the 
independent route, dropping foot- 
ball, or working to get the league 
into the two tiers that they are 
already heading towards. 

Casper told the board that size 
was not the problem with fielding 
winning teams, as he pointed out 
that St. Ignace, the current power- 
house of the league, is smaller than 
Boyne and has developed a powerful 
football program. 

He added that when Boyne City 
first joined the league back in 1968, 
that team had an 8-0 record against 
the same schools. 

Casper told the board that cur- 
rently, there are four Class B 
schools and six Class C in the 
league. With the current schedul- 
ing, Boyne City does not play 
against one of the Class B schools 
and has always played well against 
the others. 

He added that besides the 
scheduling problems of changing 
leagues, most of the students he 
asked would prefer to be playing 
against the schools presently in the 
league. ‘‘I would like to see our kids 
play in a B-C league rather than play 
in a D league as Mrs. Polack has 
proposed.’’ 

‘Casper told the board that he 
would keep them informed as to the 
future of the league as changes are 
hopefully in the works that would 
make the schools compete against 
each other on an equal basis. 

Mike Weeks then asked the board 
if they had looked at the playing 
field lately, and asked if the board 
had any money or any plans to 
improve the playing surface. Weeks 
told the board that there are holes, 
bad turf, and other problems with 
the field. 

When he was told.by the board 
that they do not have any money 


* planned for the maintenance of the 


field, Weeks suggested that volun- 
teers could be found to rebuild the 
surface to make it a safer, better 
place to play. 

Weeks told the board members 
that he has talked with several

money, supplies and time to repair 
the field. He understands that the 
field repair ia not the easiest thing to 
do, but that it should be done. 

George Shiotellis, president of the 
board, told Weeks that the Lions 
Club was working on a plan to 
improve the lights in the stadium 
but had dropped the plan when the 
costs were figured out.

board members. 

The scheol system authorized the 
First National Bank and Trust to be 
the provider of the tax anticipation 
loan. Theirs was the lowest bid 
received by the administration and 
was for only 6.98 percent. Other 
bids went as high as 7.59 percent. 

Superintendent Rich Kelly told 
the board that the amount being 
borrowed this year, $549,000, was 
not as much as last year because of 
the summer tax collections made 
this year. 

The board also granted the First 
National Bank and Trust the bid for 
the purchase of two school busses 
that were ordered last spring. The 
two diesel powered busses will 
replace two aging busses currently 
in use. The board will be borrow- 
ing $60,583.50 at an interest rate of 
7.75 percent. 

Board member Dick Wulff men- 
tioned that the bank was very 
aggressively supporting the Boyne 
City area, which was one of the 
reasons the loans were so low. Other 
bids were as high as 11.69 percent. 

After a discussion about what the 
board would like to see or hear in 
educational reports for’ the school 
year, Wulff asked the board to 
consider a motion giving the gifted 
and talented program of the school 
an additional $7,000 this year to be 
spent on the continual upgrading of 
the program.

It’s unbelievable reality that our 
DNR, whose sole purpose it is to 
protect and to set quotas so we may 
all share equally in our fur, fish and 
game for the State (and we the 
people are the State), once again the 
DNR and their co-partners, Tempo- 
Tech, Inc., are conspiring to deprive 
the people of our State of their 
rightful share of our salmon on the 
Jordan River. 

The DNR takes our license money 
to raise and release these salmon, a 
protected game fish.
